nd the consideration. of all these 
factors has made the New York Bur- 
eau of Engineering reach the deci- 
sion that asphalt gives the best serv- 
jee for city roads, where the traffic is 
heavy and practically constant, and 
where closing a street, when a new 
pavement is required, for any length 
of time, leads to loss of time ands 
money to the traveling public and 
causes great annoyance. 

“We have found that when repairs 
are necessary in one of the streets, 
we do not have to close that block 
to traffic in many instances, or if we 
do that we can repair a block a day 
and open it for traffic when the men 
finish their work at night, if the 
pavements are of asphalt,” says Mr. 
Pinckney. “When the street is paved 
with another material, it is different. 
Then..we have to close the block to 
traffie until we can remove the old 
and worn-out pavement and’ replace 
it with new.
